"MOVIES" IN THE SCHOOLS 


T IS EASY to see that by following the pro- 
gram of the Vlsftal Education Associa- 


tion so far as this plan provides for the plac- 
ing of motion picture machines in every 
school, a vast amount of good will result to 
the school and to the students, say« the 
Dayton News. The one feature of the scheme 
which may serve to retard its progress is 
to be " found In the disposition of the asso- 
ciation 
to ask cooperation of congress. 


Without going into a discussion as to whether 
congress would possess 'the right to make 
such provision (and there would be many ar- 
guments seriously provided on both sides of 
the question), it is 
apparent that the ulti- 


mate 'cost, $19,500,000, for such national un- 
dertaking, in large- measure would have to 
be borne by the individual hehools. In the 
course of tune, perhaps right now, there may 
be sufficient sentiment (o . warrant the be- 
lief that 
thousands of school boards woulJ 


be willing to make provisions for the instal- 
lation of motion picture machines in the vari- 
ous school buildings coming under their super- 
vision. But the Visual Education Association, 
with itb extensive program will serve in an 
admirable manner in the direction of waken- 
ing public sympathy in behalf of the need for 
visualizing (he evenis of fhe day and the study 
of important subjects thru the medium of tlie 
motion picture device. We have arm-ed at 
that point hi the history oE the country when 
we can afford no longer lo eliminate any 
method of instruction that will clarify the sub- 
ject taught to students. The increasing de- 
mand of the times is for a practical course 
in education. Children early in Jife are being 
attracted to specific 
studie?. 
They 
arc 


forming ideas in their vputh that they will 
follow up in more mature years. This being 
so how much more necessary it is that educa- 
tional ideals -be qhanged to meet new condi- 
tions. To fail in recognition of this urgent 
need cannot but have a disastrous effect upon 
young minds. Instruction always is best un- 
derstood when visualized properly.
